Environment 


LAKE  FOREST  is  situated  twenty-eight 
miles  north  of  Chicago  on  high  ground 
overlooking  Lake  Michigan.  The  shore 
line,  rising  eighty  feet  above  the  lake  level,  is 
broken  by  deep  ravines  with  a  picturesque  tangle 
of  trees,  ferns  and  wild  flowers.  The  College  cam- 
pus is  encompassed  on  three  sides  by  these  ravines. 

Lake  Forest  is  a  town  of  attractive  homes  in  the 
midst  of  fine  oak  woods.  A  walk  through  the 
winding  streets  gives  successive  vistas  of  shady 
lawns,  of  well-kept  gardens,  of  bridges  spanning 
ravines,  and  of  the  varying  beauty  of  the  lake. 

This  wealth  of  natural  beauty,  in  the  center  of 
which  the  College  is  situated,  is  within  easy  reach 
of  Chicago  by  the  suburban  service  of  the  Chicago 
&  Northwestern  Railway  and  by  the  Chicago  & 
Milwaukee  Electric  Railway.  Many  of  the  leaders 
in  the  commerce,  industry,  and  art  of  the  city 
have  their  homes  in  Lake  Forest.  The  influences 
that  go  out  from  this  place  take  hold  upon  the  life 
of  the  world. 

President  Finley  said,  "Lake  Forest  is  more  of 
an  earthly  paradise  than  any  other  place  I  have 
ever  seen."  It  is  worth  much  to  pass  four  years 
of  the  impressionable  period  of  one's  life  in  such 
an  environment.

Educational 


EDUCATIONAL.     The  efficiency  of  a  college  de- 
pends chiefly  upon  the  character  of  its  Faculty 
and   the    adequacy    of    its    equipment.      The 
Faculty  of  Lake  Forest  College  are  mature  and  ex- 
perienced teachers,  and  "personal  touch,"  both  within 
and  without  the  class  room,  is  not  a  mere  fiction. 

The  principal  buildings  in  general  use  are  the  Reid 
Memorial  Chapel  and  Library,  centers  of  the  religious 
and  studious  life  of  the  institution;  the  new  Carnegie 
Science  Hall,  which  houses  the  department  of  Physics; 
in  College  Hall  are  located  the  laboratories  of  Chemistry 
and  Biology,  whilst  in  the  Durand  Institute  and  both 
North  and  College  Halls  are  the  offices  of  administra- 
tion and  the  class  rooms  of  the  other  departments  of 
instruction.
